This bill would make a technical, nonsubstantive change to the above
provision.

 line 1 SECTION 1. Section 25301 of the Public Resources Code is
 line 2 amended to read:
 line 3 25301. (a)  At least every two years, other year, the commission
 line 4 shall conduct assessments and forecasts of all aspects of energy
 line 5 industry supply, production, transportation, delivery and
 line 6 distribution, demand, and prices. The commission shall use these
 line 7 assessments and forecasts to develop energy policies that conserve
 line 8 resources, protect the environment, ensure energy reliability,
 line 9 enhance the state’s economy, and protect public health and safety.
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 line 1 To perform these assessments and forecasts, the commission may
 line 2 require submission of demand forecasts, resource plans, market
 line 3 assessments, and related outlooks from electric and natural gas
 line 4 utilities, transportation fuel and technology suppliers, and other
 line 5 market participants. These assessments and forecasts shall be done
 line 6 in consultation with the appropriate state and federal agencies
 line 7 including, but not limited to, the Public Utilities Commission, the
